Dr. C. W. Messinger, of Hough- 
ton, Mich., explained the process | 
with X-ray and charts at the sev- 
enty-fifth annual mid-winter meet- | 
ing of the Chicago Dental society. 
He said he had replanted approxi- | 
mately 75 teeth, which should last | 
anywhere from a minimum of five 
years to eight or ten years. | 

He first X-rays the tooth, then | 
extracts it and treats any abscess | 
in the jaw.

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Stage Of Covaleadeé Large In 
Size, Beautified With Varied Color 


The entire plant of Cavalcade is 
contained in a plot ten acres in 
extent. The stage, known theat- 
rically as a topographical stage, 
is 400 feet wide and 200 fee deep. 
The topmost mountain peak, rep- 
resenting one of thé Sierra Neva- 
das, is some 50 feet high. It was 
necessary to paint fifty thousand 
square feet of scenery to make 
this stage a pictorial representa- 
tion of California. 

Some interesting forms of stage 
technique make the story of Cav- 
alcade unfold realistically. Wagon 
stages running on standard guage 
tracks carry interior lighting. ix. 
terior sets are built aound auto- 
mobile trucks which prove very 
flexible in moving on and off stage 
in the twinkling of an eye. The 
etire front of the ramy, 120 feet 
by 20 feet is painted to conform 
to the contours of a rocky eml- 
nence can be changed quickly in- 
to a street scene by the use of 


what is known aas “transforma- 
tions.” Each of the wings carry 


hinged “house fronts’ which may 
be swung into position behind 
the mask of the magical curtain 
ef water spray. 

The effective use of a water 
screen as a stage curtain is dem- 
onstrated thoroughly, A large pipe 
running the width of the stake 
earries 2,500 tiny nozzles.
